Patrick Rigmey, Meath street, Dublin, 
summoned by Setgeant J. J. Kelly for 
ving committed an aggravated assault on 
Veier O'Shaughnessy, at O’Shaughnessy’s 
yard in Pimlico on November 18th last, as 
the result of which Mr. O’Shaughnessy was 
treated in the Meath Hospital fer a broken 
aunkie, 
Mr. O'Shaughnessy, giving evidence, said 
that he owned a yard in Pimlico, in which 
he garaged motor cars, among which was 
one of the defendant’s. On the date in 
question defendant said that some ef the 
stones in the Yard would have to be removed 
as he conld not turn his car there. Witness 
sal’ to him that he would want the “ Fifteen 
Acres’ to turn the car, and the defendant 
asked if he (witness) could do it hetter. 
The defendant then engaged in a fight, as 
a result of which witness’s ankle was broken 
and he had to stay in the Meath Hospital 
for six weeks. 
Answering Mr. O hUadhaigh, witness said 
that before they f-ught Rigney accused him 
of being an old member of the R.1.C., and 
said that he had beaten hundreds like him. 
To the Justice, witness said that he was 
never in the R.LC. He was a retired farmer. 
To Mr. O hUadhaigh (for complainant)— 
There were blows on both sides; but thee 
was kicking on the other side. 
Mr. O hUadhaigh—It was not 
Queensberry rules’ (Laughtcr.)

of a Marionette’’ on the other side of a new 
record of Schubert’s ‘‘ Marche Militaire ’’ 
(H.M.V.) should be popular. The perform- 
ance 18 by the San Francisco Symphony 
Orchestra. 

The most interesting vocal record that has 
come under my notice for a long time 1s that 
of Sigrid Onegin singing’ “ Ah! mon fils,” 
from Meyerbeer’s “Le Prophéte.”” Onegin 
made some splendid records for Brunswick 
some time ago; now she has advanced to 
““Red Label ” celebrity in the ‘‘ H.M.V.”’ 
gallery The Myerbeer song has an extra- 
ordinary range, but it is not too broad for 
Onegin, who gives a moving delivery of the 
song. On the other side of the disc she shows 
her contralto quality plainly enough in “Che 
faro.”’ Those who got Olezewska’s record of 
‘Che faro”’ will be interested to note how 
different two performances of one straight- 
forward song can be. I like Olcvewska, but I 
like Onegin, too It is on the Meyerbeer 
song, however, that Onegin’s record deserves 
special recommendation.

QUEEN’ VICTORIA. AND 
eo 4 GL TONE, 


“ AFTER THIRTY YEARS.” 
EFRESH détáils oí the relations between 
Queen Victoria and Mr. Gladstone 
are given in Vistount Gladstone’s book, 
‘* After Thirty Years,” which, in a

& year ago under the editorship of Mr. 
G. E. Buckle. Mr. Gladstone before his 
death enjoined his family to keep in the 
background all information concerning the 
reonal relations—none too rene Ne 
tween the Queen and himself, but Lord 
Gladstone considers that the work of 
Mr. Buckle absolves him from that 
injunction. J 
It would appear that, as Disraeli rose 
higher in the Quéen’s estimation, Glad- 
stone went lower; but then Disraeli was 
always a flatterer where the Queen was 
concerned, and Gladstone, as we have been 
told, ‘‘talked to me like a public “neet- 
ing.”” Lord Gladstone writes: ‘‘ Beyond 
any doubt, his relations with the Queen 
were good and friendly up to 1876. The 
new-born dislike of Mr. Gladstone 
synchronised in its development with the 
rapid growth of Lord Beaconsfield’s 
Spee ascendancy over the Queen... . 

e carefully nursed in the Queen’s mind 
the idea of his own greatness and Mr, 
Gladstone’s littleness until it took fixed 
and individual shape. The unreality of 
it all was shown by his cynical observation 
that the trowel. was necessary in dealing 
with royalties.”’

Gladstone himself noted in his diary 
that the Queen was ever perfect in her 
courtesy towards him, but she held him 
at arm’s length. The distance had become 
almost immeasurably increased by the 
time that Mr. Gladstone, 86 years of age, 
with sight and hearing failing, finally 
resigned. He wrote at length and a little 
pathetically of his last audiences : — 

"“ February 28, 94. 1 had an andience of the 
Queen for thirty or thirty-five minutes to-day, 
doubtless my last in an official capacity. She 
had much difficnity in finding topics for an adequate 
projongation, but fog, rain, and her coming journey 
to Italy all did their duty and helped. Her manner 
was personally kind to me throughout. She asked 


about my wife. To me she said she was sorry for 


the cause which about my - resignation. 


She did not, however, show any curiosity for par- 
ticularg as to eves and ears.” 


On March 3, 1894, Mr. Gladstone carried 
his letter of resignation to the Queen. He 
wrote of the audience: ‘‘I must notice 
what, though slight, supplied the only 
incident of any interest in this, perhaps, 
rather memorable audience which closed a 
service that would reach to fifty-three 
years on September 1. When I came into 
the room -1 did think she was going to 
‘break down.’ I do not know how I could 
be mistaken, it being a matter within my 
poor powers of vision ; but, perhaps, I was 
in error. If I was not, at any rate, she 
rallied herself, as I thought, by a prompt 
effort, and remained collected and at ease.

‘“‘Adam’s Opera” Miss Clemence 
Dane has written just the kind of 
yantomime which adults ought to admire. 
She takes the old and very much debased 
story of “ The Sleeping Beauty ’’—which 
has done such good service for amusgnent 
caterers during the last fifty years—and 
so loads it with symbolistic meanings that 
only alert playgoers will get full value 
from it. When the play was staged at 
the Old Vic, in London, last month it 
was voted by dramatic critics to be ‘‘ un- 
funny’’; but, now that the text of the 
play is available, it is possible to deduce 
from Miss Dane’s preface that she had 
no intention to be funny.

General Lawson is the fourth son of the 
late Right Hon. James Lawson, Justice 
of the: Court ‘of Queen’s Bench in Ireland, 
and he married in 1912 the Countess of 
Latham, daughter of the fifth Earl of 
Radnor. 

He was educated at Cheltenham: Col- 
lege, whence he proceeded to Woolwich, 
and he'took up his first commission in 
the Royal Engineers in 1877. He saw 
‘much active service, taking part in the 
Nile Expedition (as Major), in the Soudan 
‘Expedition (in which he was mong, rtd 
wounded) and ‘the South African War. 

' In 1889 General Lawsen was appointed 
to the Dublin district, and later he 
became Jirector of Movements at the War 
Office. In 1906 he returned to Dublin as 
Commander of the 13th Infantry Brigade, 
and,: after -holding other appointments, 
went to Guernsey as Lieutenant-Governor

“It’s an ill wind that blows nobody 
good !"’ Next summer we may deplore the 
oss of lovely foliage and the shade of 
hanging Loughs along our country roads, 
but just now the country people are de- 
lighted with the bandles of firewood that 
are falling to their share through the 
activities of the Shannon scheme. 

Along roads where men are busy cutting 
down limbs of trees which would interfere 
with the electric wires they are about to 
put up, swarms of men, women and 
children are dragging branches home; 
carts and wheel-barrows are lined up, and 
the sound of sawing and chopping goes on 
all day long. All are busy making hay 
while the sun shines. Even when the 
darkness comes in fields by the wayside 
they are chopping and sawing logs—in 
many cases without the owners’ permis- 
sion, I fear. Outside each cottage 
branches, logs and stumps of trees stand 
piled * Some of the cottagers have 
collected sufficient firewood. to last for 
many months ahead. 


Veteran Profe:sor’s Retirement. 


Professor Charles Yelverton Pearson, 
M.D., F-R.C.S., England, who has retired 
from his position as Visiting Surgeon to 
the North Infirmary at Cork, after serving 
on the staff for about 45 years, was born 
at Kilworth, County Cork, 72 years ago. 
being the son of a 
well - known Cork 
medical man, Dr. 
William Pearson. 

Professor Pearson 
was educated at Cork: 
He early showed evi- 
dence of his academic 
abilities, and carried 
off numerous scholar- 
ships and prizes. He 
attended Queen’s 


ae College, and 
“AA graduated M.D. with 

i | first-class honours, 
Proressorn Pearson. and was awarded a 
gold medal at the 

University in 1878. In that year he 


became Senior Demonstrator of Anatomy 
at Queen’s College, and was later elected 
to the Chair of Materia Medica. In 1886 
he obtained by examination a Fellowship 
of the Royal College’ of Surgeons of 
England. - 

Professor Pearson has held many public 
medical appointments, including those of 
Senior Surgeon to the North Charlotte 
Infirmary and Surgeon to the Victoria 
liospital for Women and Children. In 
1903 he was elected a Surgical Fellow of 
the Royal University of Ireland, and he 
became a Senator of the National Uni- 
versity of Ireland in 1908. 
Twelve years ago Professor Pearson was 
honoured by being appointed Hon. Surgeon 
in Ireland to His Majesty the King. His 
fame has also been recognised in America 
in his appointment as an hon. life member 
of the Austin Flint Medical Association of 
Iowa. 
Professor Pearson has found relief from 
his busy medical life in several outdoor 
sports, including yachting and _ trout 
fishing.

Catholic.” If Mr. Stack will read his letter, 
with. the expression “Christianity’’ used 
instead of “ Catholicism,” and “ non-Christian ”’ 
used instead of “ non-Catholic,”’ he will come 
nearer to understanding the point of view of 
the non-Roman Catholic Churches: on social 
questions. 
Students of social questions are interested 
in.any authoritative pronouncements on these 
complex questions, though it does not always 
follow that an authoritative pronouncement 
represents correctly the point. of ‘view of 
others. For example, the present Pontiff 
issued an Encyclical pronouncing on the 
Stockholm Conference; yet I find in the “ Life 
and Work . Bulletin” of the International 
Social Institute at Geneva, issued in 
December, 1928, this note on the Prague 
Conference of last autumn: “The meetin 
gave the Committee its first “mg o 
considering the Papal Encyclical. It was re- 
solved that, in view of the misrepresentation 
of the Conference contained in this manifesto, 
the best form of answer would be a restate- 
ment of the aims and intentions of the Stock- 
hoho Movement by the Commission on 
Theology. Thus useless discussion would be 
avoided, and a positive attitude taken up.”’ 
Papal Encyclicals on social questions deserve 
to he discussed on their merits. 
I would be glad if Mr. Stack would be good 
enough to iníorm “me of the names of the 
writérs whom he describes as “the school 
of classica] English economists,’ and if he 
would name some of the “non-Catholic” 
writers who admit that it is in great part to the 
application of “ non-Cathobic ” economic teach- 
ing that many of our social ills are due to-day.

. MR. DE VALERA’S ECONOMICS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—As this week’s issue of Honesty com- 
plains of the indifferent manner in which the 
Uublin daily papers reported Mr. de Valera s 
address to the Central Branch of the Fianna 
Fail organisation, I presume it may, be 
assumed that the article by him in the journal 
referred to is either an accurate version of the 
speech in question or else represents the 
substance of it. I may say at the outset that, 
while I am not bigotediy unconvertible, it 
would take much more persuasive reasoning 
than that put forward by Mr. de Valera to 
convince me that he has found a panacea for 
any of the misfortunes the Free State may be 
suffering from. I do not propose to follow 
him in Setail as regards his protective policy, 
for the simple reason that I am incapable of 
understanding his prescriptions, oe think, 
ignorantly, perhaps, that the policy otf selling 
in the dearest and buying m the cheapest 
markets is, under most circumstances, a 
sound one. 

In discussing banking and currency and the 
attracting of capital to the Free State he 
says: “ It the security offered by a guaranteed 
home market for Irish products is sufhcient 
inducement, a preferential rate of tax on 
income from home investments wouid be an 
entirely practicable expedient.’’ Possibly, 
through a printer’s error, the word “not 
has n omitted before the word ‘‘ suffi. 
cient,’’ and, should this be so, I do not wish 
to make any capital out of the mistake; but. 
if this is not the case, the suggestion is a 
little difficult to follow. 
Under the same heading he states: ‘‘ The 
important thing is that the control of our 
financial policy still remains with the Rank 
of England, and, through the Bank of Eng: 
land, with the British Government, ura we 
may be assured that it will be used in the 
future as in the past without the slightest 
regard for our interests.” [I presume | may 
give Mr. de Valera, since he writes so 
fluently, credit for having studied what may 
be called political finance more intently than 
the ordinary man in the street, but his utter- 
ance to the latter is, to say the least oi it, 
cryptic. Possibly, should my letter catch his 
eye, Mr. de Valera may enlarge on the 
subject and make his views more undeistand- 
able to the less enlightened of us, most of 
whom are at least relieved to know that an 
Irish pound note is at present good for twenty 
shiJlings in a neighbouring country whose 
credit is now, and is likely to remain. un- 
assailable.—Yours, etc., 
Joseru X. Murpuy.

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ELECTRIC LIGHT IN PEMBROKE 


DISTRICT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In his letter to the /rish Times of 
today the Chairman of the Pembroke Urban 
Distrxt Council stated the reason why no 
contribution was made in 1928 towards the 
redemption of the stock of the electricity 
undertaking. ‘This reason does not alter the 
fact that no contribution was made, and that 
the financial results of the year’s trading 
were snch that no contribution could have 
heen made. The total capital sunk in the 
undertaking at the end of was £105,810. 
The books of the undertaking showed a profit 
of £60 on the year’s trading without allow- 
ing for any contribution in relief cf rates, 
no contribution to reserves, and no contribu- 
tion to stock redemption fund. This surely 


result, and the argument that the under- 
taking 1s now being really run at. a loss 
must upheld. Inst year, by calling on its 
reserves, it was enabled just to keep its head 
above water. These reserves were nccumu- 
lated over years when the charges for elec- 
tricity were much higher than they are at 


resent

£12,750 for work actually carried out. If this 
figure were added to the engineer’s £25,000, 
it will be apparent that the engineer considers 
an additional capital investment of at least 
£37,730 necessary to meet the conditions 
created by the improved load. This should 
result in increased oon charges per annum 
of approximately £5,000. - If business in. 
creased next year, as it did the previous year, 
and profit per unit remained the same, the 
increase in total profit would not exceed 
£500, against which must be debited the in. 
creased cavital charges. It is zepparent, 
therefore, that a year’s trading on this basis 
would -result in a deficit of £4,500, or an 
average loss of approximately 0.4 pe” per 
unit sold, presuming improved. load. 

In short, the situation in Pembroke 1s that 
on the present capital investment the selling 
prices for electricity result in what must be 
regarded as a loss on the year’s trading. 
These selling prices have brought about a 
situation requiring very heavy extra capita] 
expenditure, with no prospects of a corre. 
sponding return on this extra capital. These 
prices then surely cannot be regarded as 
justifiable. The Chairman of the Council may 
argue that the management of earlier vears 
was on a business basis, but my complaint is 
not against the prices of previous years, which 
were sound, but those of the present, which 
are unjustifiably low. The prices which 
should be charged to the citizens of Pembroke 
for electricity should be determined in the 
Ight of the financial results which they wil!

It is dificult to say what will be the 
final outcome of all this dissension in the 
Unionist array. Confusion is apparently 
becoming worse confounded, and it will 
require very wite statesmanship to avert 
a first-class crisis. Many months ago it 
was suggested here that the Government 
was getting out of touch with the people, 
and events appear to justify that assump- 
tion. Even the Orangemen are becoming 
restive, and at a meeting this week in

MOSCOW, Thursday. 

According to a report by wireless from 
Kabul, King Inayatullah has abdicated on 
condition that the safety of himself and 
all members of his household should be 
guaranteed. Wireless communication be- 
tween Moscow and Kabul was restored 
to-day, after being interrupted for three 
days. 

It appears that when King Amanullah 
abdicated the rebels attacked Kabul and 
surrounded the Royal residence, where the 
new King and members of the Cabinet 
were guarded by a small force. 

Bacha Saqao entered the Royal Palace 
to-day. The rebel leadcrs announce that 
Bacha Sacao will assume the supreme 
power under the title of Khabibullah 
Ghazi. . | 

Perfect order is stated to prevail in 
Kabul. The foreign Legations are being 
guarded by rebel troops, whose attitude 
towards foreigners is said to be quite 
friendly. During the fighting in Kabul 
itself no foreigners were injured.

If 
Amanullah continues to receive the 
allegiance of Kandahar he will need ‘less 
time than that to regain his lost ground. 


NEED FOR A STRONG GOVERNMENT. 


The military situation remains complex, 
and thie political position is still worse. 
From the point of view of Great Britain 
and other foreign countries it is essential 
that there should be a strong central 
authority with which they can deal, and 
know that .they are dealing with 
Afghanistan as a whole. 

The present conflict for power and 
authority will have to be brought to an 
end in some way, however, before a strong 
centra] authority can emerge. 

The fact that AmanuHah has the 
allegiance of the people of Kandahar 
opens up a distinct possibility that he 
may, after all, rule once more over 
Afghanistan.
